There Is no 
reason to doubt that unless something 
is done the next ten years will eee 
another doubling process and In 1930 
the state will spend two hundred and 
twenty or thirty milion dollars. 
' We have come to the time when 
not only we should consider very { 
carefully whether any new activity is . 
worth its estimated cost but also 1 
whether the state has not undertaken i 
activities which may be useful but > 
which are not worth their coat to the , 
people We are in great danger not, 
because there is no money in the state 
of New York to meet constantly 
In-1 


creasing expenditure but because the 
people of the state, of the nation and 
of the wcrld are going through a per- 
iod of reckless extravagance which is 
reflected in every state government ' 
The proponents of roads nay "We 
want roads. If they are going to cost > 
a hundred million or a hundred and 
fifty million, the money could not be 
more usefully expended. It is up to 
you to find the mono." « The teach- 
ers of the state of New York tell us 
that the are the state, and that we must 
yield to their demands to the utter- 
most, and again they say "We don't 
care bow you get the money." 
The 


proponents of social welfare tell us 
exactly the same thing as does every 
other group The salaries of the state 
emploje* have been raised and the 
demand from all over the state is that 
they shall be raised higher. They nat- 
urally don't care where the money 
comes from. 
, 


A certain class of people with fixed 


Incomes are being crushed between 
that claw at the top which is making 
and spending more money than ever 
before and that class hitherto suppos- 
ed to be at the bottom which is de- 
manding an ever increasing share of 
the extravagance originating at the 
top. There can be but one end and 
that is panic. Meantime the state is 
making statute laws increasing salar- 
ies not only at the expense of tRe 
state but of the municipalities and / 
other communities of the 
state, 


statutes which will never be revised 
downward and is piling up a burden 
of taxation on the people which may 
be collected today but which when the 
time comes that shops are closed 
down and people are walking the 
streets teeking for employment can- 
not be collected because the source 
will be dry. It is the duty at some- 
one In the state to nt least try to be 
sane. It is not right that one man or 
two men in the legislature should en- 
tirely bear the brunt and do the su- 
premely unpopular thing of trying to 
prevent the waste of the people's 
money when the onlr popular thing 
to do is to spend and spend. I feel 
very strongly about this point and I 
leave it to roa for your consideration.

I am In- 
formed by tueb bureau that it will 
be glad to taw the pollce"census as a 
check against its enumeration. In 
such case it will be necessary to ar- 
range our census cards according to 
wards and streets and numerically 
by house numbers, which is being 
done. In such wards where our cen- 
sus shows. an important increase the 
individual returns will be compared 
and checked and the census bureau 
will swear in a special enumerator to 
canvass the addresses and obtain the 
necessary data. The bureau also In- 
forms ma that the city may send a 
representative to thfe census bureau 
to aseffft in checking the results^ of 
the police census against those of the 
federal census. 


If the 'reeults of the police census 


warrant it, and 1 believe it will, it 
will, probably be advisable and nec- 
essary to send a city, official or em- 
"ploye to the census bureau to check 
up said respective reports. 
As the 
question of our population under the 
circdmatancefl, is an important one in 
many ways, I would recommend au- 
thority be gireirto permit such ac- 
tion to be takeYi.
